Plana of the government to ex­ 
tend emergency crop loans to farm­ 
ers of Adams county were announc­ 
ed today by M. T. Hartman, coun­ 
ty agent, and S. M. Garwood, pro­ 
duction credit commissioner of the 
farm credit administration. 
An emergency crop loan commit­ 
tee and a production council for 
Adams county have not yet been 
designated, Mr. Hartman said, and 
consequently applications for loans 
cannot be made at present. 
The maximum amount which will 
be made available to any one farm­ 
er this year is $250 and the mini­ 
mum is $25 according to the reg­ 
ulations. 
The interest rate will be 
five and one-half per cent. 
Pro­ 
visions for taking crop liens have 
been worked out under Mr. Gar­ 
wood’s direction and detailed reg­ 
ulations will be placed in the hands 
of local emergency crop loan com­ 
mittees 
shortly. 
The 
time and 
place where these committees will 
receive applications will be made 
known locally within a short time. 
Abide by Plan 
Before any farmer may secure a 
loan, however, he must first obtain 
a statement from the county pro­ 
duction council, where one exists, 
that he does not intend to increase 
his acreage or production in oppo­ 
sition to the agricultural adjust­ 
ment 
administration 
program. 
• Where a county production council 
has not been set up, the applicant 
will have to give satisfactory evi­ 
dence that he is cooperating with 
the production control program of 
] the agricultural adjustment admin­ 
istration, before his application for 
a loan will be considered. 
Applications for loans from $25 
to $150 may be made directly to Hie 
emergency crop loan offices provid­ 
ed the applicants do not have suffi­ 
cient security to obtain loans else­ 
where. 
A farmer applying for a loan of 
$150 or more must first make appli­ 
cation for a loan to the Production 
credit association serving his coun­ 
ty. 
Rejection of his application by 
the production credit association 
will be considered sufficient evi­ 
dence that other credit is not avail­ 
able and the farmer may then make 
application to the emergency crop 
loan office. 
Emergency Measure 
The emergency crop loans are en­ 
tirely separate from, and are not to 
be confused with, production credit 
association loans. 
The emergency 
crop loan fund is an emergency re­ 
lief measure for this year only, to 
make available funds to those who 
cannot qualify for credit through 
the regular channels of a produc­ 
tion credit association.

Nearly all the 
rules of regular living must be sacrificed and not until after long years 
of the most exacting toll and rehearsal does the artist arrive—and then 
often he, or she, is treated with none too much charity and consideration 
by the critics who are not any too well known for their ability to praise. 
The late, beloved Frank Bacon was nearing the end of his trail, 
though white-haired and all gold in heart, when his real fame came, but 
he left a trail of kindness and beauty of life along the entire pathway of 
his career. 
For a dozen y.ears he could not get anyone to accept, to say 
nothing about actually reading, the play that finally made him famous. 
Actors and performers before the public see a whole world of human 
nature before their eyes. 
They become most tolerant and broad-minded. 
They give of their lives and hold to ideals of art that few of us know 
anything about. 
These noble servants are ever ready to give of their time and talent 
to enterprises where others, outside the stage, might benefit. 
They have 
cheered many a hospital and sick-bed and have scattered beauty into the 
innermost corners of hearts sad and distressed. 
So strenuous is their toil that often they fall in harness, long before 
their time should come. 
They are messengers of cheer and courage, and 
often help to reveal life to us in such a manner as to make us ashamed 
of our small and narrow viewpoints. 
It is a lovely act to write to a performer and tell him of the pleasure 
and happiness that he has brought—or to her. as the case may be. 
There 
is something infinitely deeper than mere applause—that creeps right into 
the heart of the actor, or performer.

DEDUCTION FOR LOSSES OTHER 


THAN FROM SALE OR E X ­ 
CHANGE OF STOCKS AND 
BGNDS 
Deductions for lasses are divided 
into three classes, and to be allowed 
must follow closely the wording of 
the income-tax law. 
Losses are de­ 
ductible if incurred (I) in the ta x ­ 
payer’s trade, business, or profes­ 
sion; <2i in any transaction entered 
into 
for 
profit; 
(3) 
from 
fires, 


which are required whenever in the 
opinion of the commissioner of in­ 
ternal revenue their use is necessary 
to determine the income of any tax­ 
payer. 
The 
term 
"transaction 
entered 
into for profit” means any kind of 
business proposition. 
For example, 
a taxpayer purchases an automobile 
to be used solely for business pur­ 
poses, and which is sold at a loss. 
As this is a business proposition 
I from start to finish, the loss is de­ 
ductible. 
But if he had purchased 
the automobile to be used for pleas­ 
ure or convenience, the deduction 
would not be allowed; it was not a 
transaction entered into for profit.

In the 2742 steam railroad acci­ 
dents reported as occurring in Penn­ 
sylvania, 250 trespassers, seventy- 
four travelers over grade crossings, 
fifty-eight employes, two passengers 
] and five other persons were killed. 
Two passengers lost their lives in 
jumping from moving trains. There 
were 1689 persons injured. 
In addition to the seventy-four 
persons killed In the 528 grade cross­ 
ing accidents .reported, 295 others 
were injured. 
This compares with 
556 such accidents in 1932 in which 
seventy persons were killed and 330 
injured.

violation of the commission’s order 
requiring street cars, buses and taxi­ 
cabs to stop at grade crossings were 
reported. 
The 2564 street railway accidents 
resulted in ninety-one deaths and 
3149 persons injured.

A number of prosecutions have 
been entered throughout Pennsyl­ 
vania against peddlers of so-called 
pet milk otherwise known as cat 
and dog milk, according to a report 
submitted today to the health de­ 
partm ent’s bureau of milk control.

Income Tax Prospects Point 
To Drop In 1934 Collections 


By ALEXANDER R. GEORGE 
W ashington 
(AP) .—The 
federal 
government Is getting down to the 
grim business of collecting taxes on 
a shrunken 1933 income, with the 
prospect that collections this year 
will amount to less than $720,458,000 
of last year which were the smallest 
in 16 years. 
Because of indications th at tax­ 
able income, both personal and cor­ 
porate, was lower during and after 
the bank crisis last spring than at 
any previous time during the de­ 
pression, internal revenue experts 
expect income tax receipts to be cor­ 
respondingly smaller in number and 
lower in dollar total. 
Attention, Mr. Taxpayer 
Copies of forms for filing income 
tax returns for 1933 have been sent 
to some 3,760.000 persons who filed 
returns for 1932. Failure to receive 
a form, however does not relieve a 
person from his obligation to file a 
return and pay the first instalment 
of his income tax on or before 
March 15. 
Those required to file returns in­ 
clude : 
Every individual having a net 
income for the taxable year of 
$1,000 or over, if single or lf mar­ 
ried and not living with husband 
or wife. 
Every individual having a net 


income for taxable year of $2,500 
or over, lf married and living with 
husband or wife. 
Every individual having a gross 
income for the taxable year of 
$5,000 or over, regardless of the 
amount of his net income. 
Last year some 1,864.000 of the 
returns fUcd were taxable and about 
1.895,000 were non-taxable. Inter­ 
nal revenue officials point out that 
returns must be filed by those who 
fall within the three classes listed 
above regardless of the fact that the 
exemption of $2,500 allowed the 
head of a family, plus the credit of 
$400 for each dependent, may ren­ 
der the return non-taxable. 
The tax rates are the same as last 
year—4 per cent on the first $4,000 
ort net income in excess of personal 
exemption, credit for dependents, 
etc., and 8 per cent on the remainder 
of such excess amount. The sur­ 
tax rates apply to net incomes in
